Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 4-5 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 4, lines 3-4, "a plurality of said current generating circuits" should be changed to 
~ a plurality of current generating circuits which include said current generating circuit ~ to 
avoid potential antecedent basis problem because the term "current generating circuit" recited on 
line 9 of claim 1 refers to only one current generating circuit, not a plurality of current generating 
circuits. 

In claim 5, the same problem exists as discussed in claim 4. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5 are allowed after objections noted above are overcome. Claims 1-5 are 
allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the inclusion of an intermittent 
clock generating circuit which generates an intermittent second clock and an intermittent third 
clock from a first clock signal as recited in claim 1 .
